wo General Electric took over the op 


eration of Hanford Works at Richland, 
Washington, for the government's Atomic En- 
ergy Commission, it was necessary to gather 
together many young men who possessed a 
specialized brand of science. At Hanford there 
is manufactured a nuclear fuel called plutonium 
which is militarily useful in atomic bombs and 
isa possible peacetime source ot atomic power 
One of the selected young men was Kelly Woods 
whose specialty is the study of heat and heat 
transfer—one of the important phases of atomic 
research 
Kelly now heads the Pile Technology Division 
of the Company's Nucleonics Department at 
Hanford, directing the work of nuclear physicists 
ind pile engineers who are probing the secrets 
of the atom. Another part of his job is to investi 
gate the engineering aspects ot atomic piles 
Kelly and his General Electric associates are 
cootributing to the progress of today's great

Here at Scholastic, because of a steady 
increase in the total circulation of our 
magazines and because of the income 
we receive from advertisers, we have 
been able to retain our low subscrip 
ton prices despite a continuing upward 
spiral of manufacturing costs.
